12 July 1951 
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by the Soviets in 1948 and transferred to the Chinese Communists in February 


1951. 


Tsingtao: two 1,450-ton combat submarines built by the Soviets in 1947 and 


loaned to the Chinese Cormunists in May 1951 for use in advance overational 
training, two 600-ton submarines transferred te the Chinese Communists in 
March 1950 for use in training and vractice, and one 3,200-ton transvort 


subrarine built by the Soviets in 1949 and loaned to the Chinese Comrmniste 
in Varch 1951. 


Yulin: one 1,100-ton submarine transferred to the Chinese 
March 1951, and one 1,400-ton 
March 1951. 
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
